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Terms Of Sale 


1. A 15% buyers charge will be added to the hammer price of 
each lot purchased; eBay bidders pay 20%. 

2. All bids should be per lot as numbered in this catalogue. 

3. Mail Bids should be submitted at least 3 business days prior 
to the auction session for inclusion. 

4. The placing of a bid shall constitute full acceptance of the 
foregoing Terms of Sale; all bid sheets must be signed by the 
responsible party. The placing of Live and or Mail bids 
constitutes a binding contract with SMYTHE.

Gem UnC. (Gem Uncirculated) - The perfect uncirculated 
item, clean, bright, vivid, crisp (where paper permits), well- 
margined, unimprovable, without folds. 

CHOICE Unc. (Choice Uncirculated) - A lovely uncirculated 
item, having only a hint of aging or unevenness of the margins, 
face or back, or narrow margins which take it out of the “Gem” 
class. 

UNC. (Uncirculated) - As made or issued, but margins may be 
poor, the item lightly aged, with border trimming. 

CHOICE AU (Choice Almost Uncirculated) - Essentially a 
mishandled uncirculated item with deficiencies like a corner fold, 
teller counting smudge or count wrinkling. 

AU (Almost Uncirculated) - There is one fold, a teller counting 
smudge or counting wrinkling present. 

EF (Extremely Fine) - An item which may, at first glance, look 
uncirculated, but which has several petty folds, or a hard crease 
down the center perhaps with corner folds. Crisp, bright, vivid 
and pleasing, the paper as made, permitting. 

VF (Very Fine) - Typically an item marked by moderate 
quarterfolds with perhaps a few other signs of handling.

VG (Very Good) - A well-circulated item, complete, 
unimpaired except for petty tears and splits, pin holes, some 
surface splitting along heavy folds and soiling. 

GOOD - An even more heavily circulated item with body holes, 
petty tears and splits, very soiled and tired, scarcely legible. 

FAIR - Heavily worn, split, holed, up to 10% gone, legibility 
seriously impaired. 

POOR - A mere remnant, tattered and torn, scarcely readable 
with typically more than 10% of its surface area gone.

HERB AND MARTHA 

SCHINGOETHE 

“Passionate Collectors” 


n Friday, March 18, 2005, one of the greatest collectors of 
obsolete currency who ever lived, Herbert Schingoethe, of Aurora, 
Illinois, passed away, and left us all with a void that will be almost 
impossible to fill. 

It all started back in 1924 when a seven-year-old boy on a small 
farm in Aurora looked down and discovered an arrowhead. He was 
a boy with an insatiable curiosity, and a deep interest in learning 
about everything around him. He was born with the need to collect 
things, to organize them, and to learn what he could about them. 

Learning was a life-long passion for Herb, but his formal 
education did not come easy. His father was out in the fields one 
day when his arthritic hip gave in. Herb had to carry him into the 
house. His father never farmed again, and Herb had to leave school 
to help his four brothers farm the family acreage. Herb eventually 
earned a high school diploma by attending school at night. One of 
the proudest moments of his life must have been the day that he 
and his second wife, Martha both received honorary Doctor of 
Humane Letters degrees from the Aurora University, many years 
later. 

Herb moved out West, and found challenging work in 
Colorado, managing cattle ranches. His responsibilities required an 
intimate knowledge of irrigation and water rights. He had to lead, 
manage, and gain the respect of the men around him. While in 
Colorado, Herb pursued his passion for collecting, finding Native 
American Indian artifacts, coins, deer and elk horns, barbed wire, 
marbles, and, of course, paper money. 

As a guitar player and square dance caller. Herb easily made 
friends. He always enjoyed meeting people and finding out what 
they were interested in. These attributes would serve him well when 
he moved back to Illinois to manage farm property there. It was 
while he was farming in Illinois that he met Martha Dunham. 

Martha’s background was very different from Herb’s. She was a 
life-long resident of Aurora, Illinois. In 1907, Martha’s father 
founded Equipto, a steel shelving and industrial equipment 
company. Equipto was a successful enterprise, and Martha’s father 
had the means to send her to Wheaton College, where she earned a 
bachelor’s degree. Martha married and raised two children.' Martha 
eventually went to work at Equipto. She rose through the ranks 
from sales manager to corporate secretary. Eventually, she became 
chairman of the board. 

It was sometime after her first husband passed away that Martha 
met Herb. At that time, Herb was managing some farm properties 
in Aurora. They met, talked, and found out that they had several 
things in common. They continued to see each other. Martha was 
the organist at the New England Congregational Church in 
Aurora. She loved all kinds of music. Herb played the guitar, liked 
music, called square dances, and shared the same religious 


convictions that Martha did. Martha loved to travel; Herb also 
loved to travel. Herb collected things; Martha had a keen 
appreciation of the artistic merit of many of the things Herb 
collected. Together they became a team, known affectionately 
throughout the paper money collecting community as ‘Herb and 
Martha’. 

After Herb and Martha were married they traveled to over a 
hundred countries, learning about different cultures, and adding to 
their collections. They were most passionate about Native 
American artifacts, and their desire to help others learn about 
America’s original inhabitants prompted them to found the 
Schingoethe Center for Native American Cultures at Aurora 
University. 

When it came to coins and paper money, Herb collected almost 
everything, but it was obsolete currency that Martha liked most of 
all. She fell in love with the incredible diversity of issuers, and with 
the artistic quality of the vignettes on the notes. She enjoyed 
meeting and dealing with the people who bought and sold obsolete 
currency. She had the skills and the energy required to organize and 
maintain a collection that was growing rapidly. Herb had the 
passion to collect on a grand scale. Their combined energies made 
it all possible. 

Martha passed away in February of 2004. She was a kind, 
beautiful, generous and caring person, and she is greatly missed by 
all of those who knew her. 

Herb felt that he still had a lot of work to do. He planned to 
help us write and publish a book on Illinois obsolete notes. He 
maintained his house, his farm, and the church gardens. He 
corresponded with collectors and dealers all over the world. He 
read voraciously. He continued to collect, but he began to focus in 
on more specific objectives. 

If you had asked Herb to define himself in just one sentence, he 
would have said, “I am a natural born collector”. No one collected 
obsolete currency with more passion, and more success, than Herb 
Schingoethe, and once Herb made up his mind that he wanted a 
note, he went after it until he got it. 

At auctions, this could be quite irritating, especially if you were 
competing against him for something you wished to acquire. After 
Herb won a particularly rare and valuable lot, he would often 
console his competitors by telling them “Don’t worry, you are 
young. You will get another chance”. He was true to his word. 
Here is your chance. 

That is what why we are dedicating this catalogue to the memory 
of Herb Schingoethe. He was a wonderful husband, a great 
supporter of his community, a remarkable collector, and a 
very nice person.

Page Bacon & Co. was a private bank established by Daniel D. 
Bacon (1790-1869), formerly a director of the Branch of the Second 
Bank of the United States in St. Louis. He was one of the founders of 
the Boatman’s Savings Institution in 1846 and in 1840 he 
established a private bank of Page, Bacon and Co., with his 
son-in-law, Henry P. Bacon. By 1854, the firm was probably the 
largest one in the Mississippi Valley, doing over $80 million of 
exchange in a year. 

The company got into difficulties when it became deeply 
involved in the buildings of railroads in Missouri into which it sank a 
considerable amount of its liquid capital. The office in St. Louis was 
closed after a run on January 15th, 1855, but re-opened again on 
February 9, 1855 with fresh funds. However, the San Francisco 
office in the meantime had been subjected to a divesting run, which 
was not helped by a falling out with Captain William T. Sherman, 
who was then working for the local office of the largest rival bank in 
St. Louis.

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If you plan to be in New York, 
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Hints For Bidding 


B idding in auctions can sometimes be a real 
challenge, but bidding by mail presents its own 
set of issues. Many dealers and collectors are not 
able to appear at auction in person, yet want to 
participate in the bidding process. Experience has taught us 
ways to minimize frustrations, and maximize results for 
those bidding by mail, and we would like to share some of 
those ideas with you. Here are the questions we are asked 
most often, and some of the suggestions we have made to 
bidders submitting mail bids. We think they will save you 
time and money, as well as help you win lots you might 
otherwise miss. 

“I can’t come to your office to view lots, but I want to 
know more about a particular lot before I bid on it.” 

Lots are available to be viewed at the times and places 
posted in the front of the catalogue. We often bring lots to 
conventions, and there is no better way to learn about 
numismatics or scripophily than to attend a convention, 
view auction lots, and talk to dealers and collectors. But if 
you can’t view items personally, here is how we can help you 
get a better idea of what you are bidding on: 

1) Call us, and we will be happy to have one of our 
experts describe any lot you ask about. 

2) We can arrange to copy most items and we will FAX 
or mail the copies to you at a nominal charge. We 
can also scan items and email images. 

3) If you have established credit with us, we may be able 
to ship lots to you for direct viewing. 

Please realize that requests for phone assistance, for copies or 
for shipping lots directly to you must be arranged well in 
advance of the closing date of the sale, and that a cost may 
be charged for these services. 

“I have a limited budget and although there are many 
items I would like to bid on, I am afraid of exceeding 
my budget.” 

There is an easy way to solve this problem. It is called a 
“limit” bid sheet. Let’s look at an example. Mr. Smith 
collects Confederate notes, and he sees that there are

over thirty lots he would like to buy. His budget is $1,000, 
but the estimates on the thirty lots he likes add up to well 
over $5,000. If he bids on all thirty, he might win them all 
and exceed his budget. To be safe, he bids on only ten, and 
he wins only one lot for a $100. Mr. Smith is disappointed 
because he missed the chance to bid on all thirty lots. He 
could have bid safely on all thirty lots and increased his 
chances of improving his collection by submitting a “limit” 
bid sheet. Here is how it works: 

Mr. Jones has the same collecting interests as Mr. Smith. He 
has the same $ 1,000 budget. Mr. Jones bids on all thirty lots 
he is interested in. He writes at the bottom of his bid sheet 
“Please limit my total winning bids to $1,000.” Every time 
Mr. Jones wins a lot, we keep track of his total spending. 
When the total reaches $1,000, we will stop applying his 
bids. We did what he would have done had he been at a live 
auction. We spent only what he budgeted for. 

“What if there are three similar lots, and I only want one?” 

“#101 OR #102 OR #103 at $200” will work perfectly. 

“I bid $30 on a lot that was estimated at $100, and I 
didn’t get the lot. Later, when I got the Prices Realized, 
the lot was reported as unsold. Why didn’t I get the lot?” 

The Terms of Sale state that bids less than 60% of the 
estimate will not be accepted. As auctioneers, we have a 
responsibility to the consignors as well as the bidders. Any 
bid that is considered to be less than the “...regular market 
value...” of the item may be rejected by the auction house. 
Keep this in mind when making bids below the estimates 
given.
